1. JAPAN 

LAT’S JAMESON (OCT. 15) REPORTS KIMURA ON DEFENSIVE DURING 
OVER THREE HOURS OF DIET GRILLING MONDAY IN WHICH HE 
ADMITTED US REPLIES RECEIVED FROM INGERSOLL HAD NOT 
ELIMINATED DOUBTS AMONG JAPANESE CONCERNING US NUKES 
IN JAPAN. HE "MADE IT CLEAR" THAT US HAD ENDED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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POLITICAL FLAREUP SO FAR AS GOJ CONCERNED. AND SAID HE 
FELT CONFIDENT THAT THOSE WHO SUPPORT DEFENSE TIES WITH 
US WOULD UNDERSTAND. JAMESON SAYS NUCLEAR ISSUE THREATENS 
TO DAMPEN PRESIDENT'S WELCOME IN JAPAN, BUT KIMURA SAID 
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SUBJECT WOULD NOT BE RAISED IN FORD-TANAKA TALKS, ALTHOUGH 
HE MIGHT BRING IT UP SEPARATELY WITH HAK AT THAT TIME. 

MEANWHILE, KOMEITO MP PRODUCED MAP PURPORTING TO SHOW 
LOCATION OF 20 NUKE STORAGE FACILITIES ON OKINAWA; AND 
IN NAHA, JCP SECGEN FUWA TOLD PRESS CONFERENCE HE HAD 
DOCUMENTS PURPORTING TO SHOW EXISTENCE OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
ON ISLAND. 

SEVERAL PAPERS REPORT MUTSU'S FORLORN RETURN HOME AFTER

S-N'S BRADSHER (OCT 15) AT OPENING OF CANTON FAIR 
SAYS HE IS FIRST AMERICAN JOURNALIST IN A YEAR TO 
WORK IN CHINA - POSSIBLE SIGN OF RELAXATION IN CHINA'S 
POLITICAL ATMOSPHERE. HOWEVER, ACCORDING BRADSHER, 

ECON PICTURE LOOKED LESS BRIGHT: ECON DIFFICULTIES 
EXPECTED TO REDUCE DEMAND FOR CHINA EXPORTS, PRICES OF 
CHINESE GOODS OUT OF LINE FOR QUALITY OFFERED, PRODUCTION 
IN CHINA THIS YEAR HAS BEEN BELOW OFFICIAL HOPES, AND 
FEWER BUYERS PRESENT. 

NOTES DISPLAY BY ENTRANCE OF FAIR EMPHASIZING PRC'S 
RICHNESS IN OIL RESOURCES, WHICH BRADSHER SAYS, OFFERS 
WAY FOR CHINA TO HANDLE HER IMPORT NEEDS AND MEET FUTURE 
DEBTS. ANOTHER DISPLAY CLAIMS "CAMPAIGN FOR THE 
REPUDIATION OF LIN PIAO AND CONFUCIUS GREATLY PROMOTED 
PRODUCTION." BRADSHER SAYS SPARSITY OF ECON CLAIMS IN 
RECENT MONTHS AND OTHER SIGNS POINTED IN OPPOSITE DIRECTION, 
AND CITES FOREIGN ANALYSTS AS BELIEVING THAT ONE REASON 
CAMPAIGN WAS DAMPED DOWN IN LATE JUNE WAS ITS INTERFERENCE 
WITH PRODUCTION. 

CSM'S ANABLE REVIEWS ACTIVITIES AND BEHAVIOR OF PRC 
DELEGATION AT UN DURING ITS THREE- YEAR PRESENCE THERE. 
COMMENTS: "IF NOT A PAPER TIGER, PEKING AT THE UNITED 
NATIONS HAS PROVED TO BE A SMILING, SILKEN DRAGON... 
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SELDOM DOING MORE THAN BREATHE FIERY PHRASES." OBSERVES 
PRC REPS IN HALLS AND CORRIDORS, DISARMINGLY AFFABLE, 

CHATTING URBANELY. BUT REVEALING NOTHING OF THEIR - 
UNDERLYING STRATEGY. IN UNGA, THEY FIRE VERBAL BROADSIDES

DEBATE. IN DAY-TO-DAY UN ACTIVITIES, PRC REPS HAVE 
PROVED CAUTIOUS AND PRAGMATIC - APPARENTLY REALIZING 
THAT OTHER BIG POWERS HAD 25-YEAR START ON THEM. 

FEWER THAN A DOZEN CHINESE COMMUNISTS HAVE MOVED INTO UN 
SECRETARIAT STAFF JOBS; PRC DELEGATION HAS BEEN TOLERANT 
ABOUT LETTING CHINESE ALREADY EMPLOYED STAY ON, REGARDLESS 
OF PASSPORTS, AND HAS NOT PUSHED FOR ANYTHING APPROACHING 
FULL QUOTA OF ITS OWN NATIONALS. 

NOTES THAT SINO-SOVIET EXCHANGES TEND TO INTERRUPT DEBATES 
ON ALMOST ANY SUBJECT WITHOUT WARNING, TO IRRITATION 
OF MANY DELEGATES AND OFFICIALS. CONCLUDES THAT CHINESE 
STANCE AT UN EMERGES AS POSITIVE ONLY IN SENSE THAT 
IT HAS NOT BEEN AS NEGATIVE AS MANY FEARED. CITES NON- 
COMMUNIST ASIAN THAT CHINESE "SPEAK BIG, BUT DO LITTLE." 

MAYNARD PARKER, NEWSWEEK INTERNATIONAL MANAGING EDITOR, 
SEES HINTS THAT SINO-US DETENTE IS IN TROUBLE (CHITRIB). 

SAYS USLO HAS TRANSACTED VIRTUALLY NO IMPORTANT BUSINESS 
AND HAS HAD LITTLE CONTACT WITH PRC OFFICIALS; AMB BRUCE 
LEAVES HIS POST A DISCOURAGED MAN. VISITS OF US ACADEMICS 
AND JOURNALISTS TO PEKING HAVE DWINDLED TO NEAR ZERO, 

AND DOS HAS REPEATEDLY PRESSED IN VAIN FOR NEGOTIATIONS 
ON ISSUE OF US CLAIMS. 

PARKER THINKS PEKING MAY BE SIGNALING GROWING SUSPICIONS 
ABOUT HAK'S INTENTIONS AND ATTITUDES TOWARD TAIWAN AND 
USSR. ALTHOUGH US REDUCED ITS MIL PRESENCE IN TAIWAN, 

CHINESE HAVE BEGUN TO WONDER WHETHER HAK MAY NOT BE TAKING 
THEM FOR RIDE AS THEY'VE WATCHED US STRENGTHENING GRC 
NAVAL AIR POWER. PRC DIPLOMATS ALSO ADMIT PRIVATELY TO 
A CONCERN THAT HAK MAY HAVE DECIDED TO TILT TOWARD MOSCOW 
AT PEKING'S EXPENSE; CHINESE FEAR HAK MAY HAVE DECIDED 
TO PUT SINO-US RELATIONS ON ICE IN HOPE OF GETTING GREATER 
CONCESSIONS OUT OF SOVIETS. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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PARKER NOTES THAT THIS APPRAISAL OF HAK S BASIC STRATEGY 
IS SHARED BY ALMOST EVERY US DIPLOMAT IN ASIA WHO DEALS 
WITH CHINA. CITES ONE US OFFICIAL IN HK THAT "I DON'T 
SEE WHAT WE HAVE TO GAIN BY PUSHING AHEAD WITH PEKING." 

ALSO COMMENTS THAT NOT TO BE OVERLOOKED IS ESSENTIAL 
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FLIMSINESS OF DETENTE WITH CHINA, CITING ONE SENIOR US 
DIPLOMAT AS SAYING: "WE HAVEN'T INSTITUTIONALIZED OUR 
RELATIONSHIP WITH PEKING. IT REALLY WAS A RELATIONSHIP 
THAT FOUR MEN MADE. NOW ONE OF THE MEN - NIXON - IS GONE; 
ANOTHER - CHOU - IS SERIOUSLY ILL; AND THE OTHER TWO - 
MAO AND KISSINGER - WILL NOT BE THERE FOREVER." SOURCE 
ARGUES THAT WHAT IS ABSOLUTELY ESSENTIAL IS FOR US TO 
MOVE RAPIDLY TOWARD FULL DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WHILE CHOU 
HAS ENERGY TO BRING ALL ELEMENTS OF CHINESE HIERARCHY 
WITH HIM. 

PARKER HOPES BUSH WILL HAVE INSTRUCTIONS TO BEGIN 
NEGOTIATIONS AIMED AT FULL DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS, ADDING 
THAT IF CEMENTED INTO PLACE, SINO-US RAPPROACHEMENT 
THAT BEGAN WITH SIGNING OF SHANGHAI COMMUNIQUE COULD 
GIVE ASIA ITS FIRST DECADE OF PEACE IN 40 YEARS. 

LA TRADE CONSULTANT HARNED HOOSE PROPOSES THAT US AND 
PRC TAKE LEAD IN JOINT FOREIGN TRADE AND INVESTMENT 
PROGRAM TO BEGIN TO SOLVE WORLD S MOST PRESSING 
ECON PROBLEMS. SAYS BOTH COUNTRIES HAVE ESSENTIAL 
INGREDIENTS FOR STARTING WORLDWIDE PROGRAM TO PROVIDE 
FOOD, ENERGY AND MATERIALS TO REBUILD DEPRESSED OR 
RAVAGED AREAS, TO PRIME PUMPS OF INTERNATIONAL TRADE, 

AND TO INVITE OTHER MAJOR ECON POWERS TO TAKE PART. 
CONCEDES THERE ARE IDEOLOGICAL AND OTHER DIFFERENCES 
BETWEEN US AND CHINA, BUT THINKS BOTH COUNTRIES HAVE 
SYMBIOTIC POTENTIAL THAT COULD MAKE PLAN WORK, AND PRO- 
VIDES FORMAT FOR OPERATION OF PLAN (LAT 10/13). 

U OF CHICAGO PROF HO PING-TI, WHO VISITED CHINA 1971 
AND 1974, WRITES ABOUT VAST OIL RESERVES WHICH HAVE 
TREMENDOUS IMPLICATIONS NOT ONLY FOR CHINA S DEVELOPMENT, 
BUT FOR WORLD OIL SITUATION AND FOR US-CHINA RELATIONS. 
TAKES VIEW THAT CHINESE OIL COULD, WITHIN SEVERAL YEARS, 
BECOME COUNTERWEIGHT TO ARAB DOMINANCE OF OIL TRADE, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SUPPLYING MUCH OF US AND JAPAN'S PETROLEUM NEEDS, ADDING 
THAT WASHINGTON MAY HAVE TO MOVE FURTHER ON TAIWAN 
ISSUE IF AMERICANS ARE TO PLAY MAJOR ROLE IN SUPPLYING 
CHINA WITH OIL EXPLORATION AND DRILLING EQUIPMENT AND 
BUYING LARGE QUANTITIES OF OIL. CONTENDS THAT MAJOR 
REASON FOR RATHER LIMITED US ROLE IN CHINA OIL DEVELOPMENT 
APPEARS TO BE THAT WASHINGTON STILL HAS NOT ESTABLISHED 
FULL DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS, STILL MAINTAINS TIES WITH 
GRC, AND STILL HAS NOT WITHDRAWN ARMED FORCES FROM TAIWAN. 
DECLARES THERE IS NO JUSTIFICATION FOR WHAT CHINA 
REGARDS AS CONTINUING US MIL INTERVENTION IN DOMESTIC 
AFFAIRS. SAYS TO ITS CREDIT, US REMOVED PART OF 
THE BARRIER DURING NIXON'S 1972 VISIT, BUT IT IS HIGH 
TIME FOR WASHINGTON TO GO REST OF THE WAY. PRC

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WHICH, IF HANDLED WITH TACT, PATIENCE AND FORESIGHT BY 
AMERICAN FIRMS AND USG, COULD LEAD TO US PRC OIL 
AGREEMENT SIMILAR TO ONE BETWEEN CHINA AND JAPAN (LAT OCT
